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the Primicive Chriſtians to.expel their Communion, and 
Anathematize allfuch, who by broaching erroneous Tenets, 
-contrary <0 'payipoiar of\Receiv'd DoQtrin, or by diſcbedi- 
ence, did wilfully d:vide themfelves from the Belief or Dif- 
cipline of the Catholick Charch:Such as were Mearcion, Beſili 
and Bardeſazes, who were Condemn'd in the Firſt Age, for 
oppoſing that Article of ourFaith, in which we beletvethe 
RefurreFion of the Dead;Vuch the Archomticks,Condemw'd hike- 
wiſe for denying the xe of Baptiſm : Such 7Tatianss, &Cc. 
fur Preaching Marriage to be «unlawful. Such the Millenariaens, 
for maintaining a thouſand Years Reign of Chriſt upon Earth, ' 
with his Saints ta ſenſual pleaſures, And ſoinall Ages others 
were condemn'd upoa the like account. It having been al- 
ways a receiv*dCuftom,even in the pureſt time of the Goſpel, 
for the Elders and Prelates,to whoſe charge Chriſt commit- 
red the care of his Flock, to oppoſe all thoſe that by new 
'Do&rine, or by making Schiſms and Divifions, d1d diſturb its 
peace : and norto permitany that by ſuth like means did 
endeavour todeftroy its Unity, ſomuchdefir'd and Reom- 
-mended by the Apoltles, So that they were equally declar'd 
Enemies of Chriſtianity, whodenied Chrift ; and they,who 
confeſfing Chriſt, did yet contradi& and reje& any” part 
of his DoQtrin. And-this upon the Principle, that Chriftian 
Faith ought to be emtire, For. that every Article, Myſtery and 
Point of it being delivered by the ſame hands, and recom- 
mended by the ſame Authority z whoſyever did oppoſe any 
-one Point. of ir, was immediately judg'd guilty of all, in 
diſcrediting the A»thorty,0n which the whole fto:d equally - 
grounded, And this is that great Truth proc'aim'd above 
thirreen hundred years ago, and now every where read in 
Sr. A4tbaneſius's Creed. Hhoſoever will þ:-ſav:'d : before al 


. things it is neceſſary that he hold the Catholick Faith. Fhich 


Fai h, except every onedo k:ep Y'Yhol: and Uni:filed; withont 
do»bs, he-ſball periſh everlatingly. By which words was made 
known to the Chriftian World,the Senſe and DoQtrime of the 
then pureand unſpotted ys receiv'd from Chriſt _

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his Apoſtles. That it is in vain for any one to hope for Sal- 
vation, unleſs he firſt believe the Catbokick Faith 3 and that 
whoſoeyer does not believe it /Yhole and Und:filed,ſhall cer- 
rainly periſh everlaſtiogly,Which is a DoQtrine like that de- 
liver'd by the Apoſtle, concerning. the obſervance of the 
Laws of God ; that as whoſoever fails in one, is made guilty 
of all ; fo alſo, whoſoever disbelieves one Article of the Ca- 
tholick Faith,does ina manger disbelieve all. There being 
no more hopes of Salvation for one that denies obſtinately 
any exe Point of the Catholick Faith, tho' he believes all the 
relt ; -than there is for one, who keeps VVize of the Com- 
mandments, with the Breach of the ZTexth. An obſtinare 
- oppoſition -againſt ove Point-of Faith, and a lin againſt oxe 
Commandment, being as certainly damnable, as it *twere 2- 
gainſt «/l, There being the ſame reaſon, and an equal ne- 
ceſlity that the Obſeryance of God's Law, and the Aﬀent to 
the Catholick Faith be «like Entire and FF hel:. And now 
being convinc'd, that none can believe to Salvation, but he 
that embraces the Catholick Faith thus wholly and extirely,by 
an equal ſubmiſſion toall the Myſteries contain'd in it, with- 
out oppoſition to any. And being likewiſe convinc'd, that 
no one can-arriveto the true knowledge of this Faith, with 
an afſurance of its Z#tegrity, but by receiving it as propos'd 
and believ'd by the Church of Chriſt; Which Charch- was 
founded by the Son of God, watered with his Blood, and 
by an infallible afſiftance of the Holy Ghoſt, (by which ic 
was to be taught all Truth to the end of the World) was fe- 
cur*d from the danger of being deceiv*d,or deceiving others 
to the conſummation of things : he d-es not doubt, but as 
inthe Apoſtles time, ſoalfo ever ſince, and at preſent, God 


addeth to this Church daily ſuch as ſhall be ſaved, ( Atts 2.47.)

together in the ſame mind,and the ſame jydgments no other 
that by aſſembling the Elders and Prelates,has oppos'd in all 
ages Hereſies and Schiſms, and condemn'd all thoſe, who nor 
ſparing the Flock, have ſpokea perverſe things, eadeavour- 
ing todraw away Diſciples after cthem;no that has, in. 
obedience to the command of Chriſt, ſeat &S-A 
Iafidels and Unbelievers, for the. preaching to them. the 
ſpcl aad inſtrufting them in Chrittianity,. and. by this way, 
without Arms or Blood, have ſpread their Faith throy 
the World ; No other,.that by evident and undeniable Mi- 
racles,have prov'd the truth of her DoArine : No other, but 
what has begun by ſeparation, whole firſt Preachers have 
ze out from: this 5+ the time of their firſt Preaching, and 
vie themſelves to the World, being upon Record, and- 
their new DoQArine cenſur'd.and condema'd by that Church, 
from whence they /: parated. Since, I ſay,there's ao otherSoci-- 
ety or Chriſtian Coogregation in the Werld, to which theſe 
certain.

And. how, #t being thus evident, that the 
Church of Chriſt in the time-was founded; and pre- 
ſery'd\by a Submiſhon þ of -the Flock to theit 
Paſtors 3 the Pepiſls teach and believe, That what was 
tanght and commanded by 'the Apoſfles to the Faithful then 
living, oughtto be recerv'd,! as' a Dodrane neceſjary for all 
ſucceding Ages, and that Submiſſion 'and Obedience ought 
to have been as-much the Duty of Believers, ever fince, as it 
was then 3 the Commands and Pradtice of that time, being 
undoubtedly the beſt, and ' Pattern for the Faithful for 
all rimes, even to the End of the World.

things concerning the Order to be obſerv d in the Divine Ser- 
vice, in all Ceremonies, Holy Rites, Eccleftaitical Conflitutions, 
and Ordinances, they bave neither Ni#nor #4 of their own ;

Superſtitions, Idolatrons, Atheiſtical, 
Cruel, Bloody-minded , Barbarous , 'Treacherous, and ſo - Pro- 
phane, and every way Unhumane, that 'tis in ſome manner 
doubted whether he be a Mar, or no. The other, is a Papiſt, 
whoſe Faith is according to the Propoſal of the Catbolick 
Church; which, by Chriſts Command, he is oblig d to believe 
and hear; and whoſe whole delign in. this World, is for 
the obtaining Salvation in the next.
